Kellogg Holds Out No Hope

(special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Jan. 23.—Paul Claudel, the 
French Ambassador at Washington, has 
informed the Quai d’Orsay that Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg, during a con- 
ference he had with the Secretary on 
Saturday, told him that it would be 
entirely impossible for. the United 
States to consent to sign any multi- 
lateral treaty containing a renuncia- 
tion expressly of “wars of aggression,” 
it is learned authoritatively tonight. 
This gives official confirmation to in- 
formation to the effect that the Franco- 
American negotiations toward a new 
form of a pact outlawing war are in a 
greater deadlock than ever. 

If it does not foreshadow a final 
collapse of all efforts to link the hig 
world powers in treaty denouncing war, 
it is interpreted In Paris as certainly

1,900 More Marines In Field, 
Managua, Nicaragua, Jan. 23 
Marine reinforcements, numbering 1.000 
men, today were en route to the State 
of Nueva Segovia to take the field 
against Augustino Sandino, rebel 
leader, now operating tn that region. 

Mountain batteries, artillery, in fact, 
everything necessary to carry on mod- 
erm warfare to dislodge the Sandino 
followers from their mountain 
nesses, where they have been harassing 
marine outposts, were taken along. 

The marines left the city of 
yesterday on their hike which must be 
made on foot through mountain and 
Jungle regions to northern Nicaragua 
The march will require at least eight 
days. The long column of. troops fur- 
nished an imposing spectacle for 
Nicaraguans as hundreds of oxcarts 
loaded with supplies and ammunition 
passed out of the city. The Nicaraguans 
were especially interested in 100 big 
American mules, the Nicaraguan mule 
being decidedly smaller than his 
American brother. 

Many on Way to Join Sandino. 

The Nicaraguan government authori- 
ties have received reports that a con- 
siderable number of men from the east 
coast have’ been passing the Acoyapa 
headwaters of the Rama River on thetr 
way to join Sandino’s forces. These 
men ,according to this report, are 
armed with rifles formerly owned by 
the government.

ATTACKED BY TURNAGE 


Acceptance of Excuses From 
Intelligent Men Scored by 
U. S$. Commissioner. 


ZIHLMAN BILL FAVORED 


The jury system in the District was 
attacked by United States Commission- 
er Needham C, Turnage last night in an 
address at a meeting of the Midcity 
Citizens Association, in the Thomson 
School, Twelfth and L streets north- 
west, 

Mr. Turnage declared that “Unless we 
get better jurors to serve in courts in 
the District we must do away with the 
jury system. We need more intelli- 
gent men on the juries and not so many 
acceptances of excuses from service ffom 
intelligent men. If we can not get this 
we might as well pay three judges to 
try cases.” 

Commissioner Turnage pointed out 
that it has been demonstrated that cases 
often “go over the heads of jurors.” He 
stated that under such conditions, it 1s 
no wonder that so many cases are dis- 
missed. He urged the pressing into serv- 
ice of Government employes for jury 
duty and stated that it was foolish not 
to let them serve merely because they 
are employed by the Government and 
“might be prejudiced in favor of the 
Government.” 

Overriding the recommendation of 
their executive committee that the re- 
port of the suffrage corhmittee of the 
Federation of Citizens’ Association be 
laid aside without action, the associa- 
tion voted in favor of national repre- 
sentation of the District in both 
Houses of Congress and instructed their 
delegates to the federation—William 
Richardson and G. Howard Dunning- 
ton—accordingly. The federation re- 
port was twofold, a majority report fa- 
voring the election of a board of educa- 
tion and a city council to serve without 
compensation and a minority report in 
favor of national representation. Capt. 
Guy E. Burlingame, of the Second Po- 
lice Precinct, explained the two pro- 
posed policemen’s and firemen’s salary- 
increase bills in Congress, one spon- 
sored by Representative Zihlman, of 
Maryland, and the other by Representa- 
tive Blanton, of Texas.

IGNORED, CHARGED 


Celler Makes Public -Com- 
mander’s Safety Devices 
Recommended to Navy. 


“EYES” AND PONTOCNS 
URGED IN 1925 REPORT 


Properly Trained Salvage 
Ship and Deep-Sea Divers 
Also Mentioned by Him. 


(Associated Press.) 


A report by Commander Ellsberg 
Teconmimending the installation of “lift- 
ing eyes” and other safety devices on 
submarines was made public yesterday 
by Representative Celler (Democrat), 
New York, with the remark that it had 
been ignored by the Navy Department: 

Elisberg, who directed rescue efforts 
©n the S-51 and S-4, made the report in 
October, 1925. 

“The exact date of sinking of the 
mext submarine can not, of course, 
be foretold.” Ellsberg said, “but based, 
on past performances it can be ex- 
pected within the next three years. It 
is desirable that when tt occurs there 
be available such means for quick gal- 
vage that no possibile criticism can be 
made of the Navy on the ground of un- 
preparedness. 

Lifting Eves Recommended, 

“It is strongly recommended that all 
submarine boats in commission be fitted 
immediately with lifting eyes, and that 
@ complete set of pontoons (twelve 80- 
ton pontoons) sufficient to lift an & 
class or earlier boat be assembled at an 
Atlantic port and at a Pacific port. 

“The problems of a properly trained 
salvage ship and a sufficient number of 
trained deep-sta divers must not be 
forgotten.” 

Elisberg said that in addition to the 
straizht salvage problem certain changes 
within the submarine were necessary 
for creater safety. The most tmnportant 
of these, he added, is to “fit all hatches 
and ventilation valves with such lock- 
Ing gear (accessible to a diver) as will 
make these hatches and valves capable 
of tightness against an imternal excess 
pressure of at least 30 pounds.” 

Rad teakages Started. 

“The locking gear on the 8-5! 
and hatches was so weak.” he said 
“that bad leakage started al an excess 
Internal pressure of only two to four 
pounds, causing -extreme difficulty in 
sealing up. 

“All hatches and 
tinued, “should be of such size that a 
diver can pass through without en- 
dangering his life. Conditions in this 
respect were bad on the S-51. It ts 
noted that on the V-!l and the V-2 
conditions are even worse as regards 
access through hatches and interior 
doors, and the salvage work on these 
V boats, if divers must work inside, will 
be hazardous in the extreme.” 

Celler said that no reference has 
been made to the Ellsberg recommenda- 
tions in the hearings and reports on 
both the S-51 and S-4 disasters and 
that he was advised that the Navy 
Department, when called upon to pro- 
duce the recommendations soon after 
the S-4 catastrophe, sald it had no 
record of them. ‘They probably had 
been pigeonholed, he added.

Hoyt’s Log Tells of Tail Spins 
and Parachute Jump in 
Blizzard. 


LEFT LETTER FOR WIFE 


Salt Lake City, Jan. .23 (AP.).-—A 
diary telling of tail spins and a para- 
chute Jump in a blizzard has revealed 


how Fred Hoyt, Kansas aviator, died of 
exposure while he sought shelter in the 
snowbound mountains country of 
southern Idaho. 

The diary, also containing a letter 
to his bride of a month, told how Hoyt 
was forced down in a canyon January 
14 and of his unsuccessful effort to 
avoid being frozen to death. His body 
was found Saturday by a rancher six 
miles from the spot where the ship 
crashed, and between two piles of brush 
he had gathered for a fire he was un- 
able to start.

Shouting at the top of his voice, 
Senator Glass (Democrat), Virginia, was 
quickly on his feet with the declaration 
that he was “tired of senators threaten- 
ing the South” and he told the Mary- 
land senator to “go ahead and get a 
drink if there is any way under the 
eighteenth amendment he can do it, 
but don’t try to constrain or restrain 
Virginia from enforcing the eighteenth 
amendment.”

Jadwin Asked Many Questions 
as to How He Arrived at 
Recommendation. 


MURDEROUS, SAYS HAWES 


(Assucigted Press.) 

Two attacks on the Administration's 
$296,000,000 Mississippi valley .lood 
control plan were launched yesterday 
in Congress, and Maj Gen. Edgar Jad- 
win, chief of Army engineers and 
author of the plan, faced a barrage of 
questions on his methods of detertnin- 
ing its financlal recommendations. 

At the first hearng of the Senate 
commerce committee on the flood prob- 
lem two Democratic members declared 
emphatically that the Federal govern- 
inent should pay the entire cost and 
censored the plan, especially in connec- 


‘| tion with {ts financial proposal of a 


20 per cent contribution by the valley 
states. 

The plan was characterized ag “a 
most murderous engineering thing” by 
Senator Hawes, of Missouri, in its pro- 
posal for a river bank floodway in 
southeastern Missour! from Cairo, LI. 
to New Madrid, Mo. He declared that 
this project would place! 160,000 acres 
of valuable farming land in danger of 
floods Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, declared that the “flood con- 
trol work should be a coinplete job.” 

Democratic members of the House 
committee centered their questioning of 
Gen. Jadwin on whether President 
Coolidge had “influenced” him to make 
the recommendation of contributions 
by the States rather than full Federal 
payment. 

“The White House speaks for iteelf,” 
he replied to Representative Cox, of 
Georgia. 

Although Cox and 
Swing, of California, 
committee member, endeavored to as- 
certain from the general whether he

The truth is that the United States is 
the only one of the great powers that is 
not committed to the principle of war as 
an instrument of national policy. All 
others have bound themselves to go to 
war in certain contingencies. 
them have made military alliances, in ad- 
dition to the general commitment em- 
bodied in the covenant of the League of 
Nations. 

Since the abrogation of the alliance 


“with France, made before the adoption of 


the Constitution, the United States has 


never contracted an alliance with any na- 


tion or group of nations. By good for- 
tune in 1919 it avoided making the gen- 
eral alliance for war purposes which is 
the pith and marrow of the League of 
Nations. 

Theorists at Havana are now trying to 
develop a league 9° a system of alliances 
in this hemisphere to replace the Monroe 
Doctrine. They stand no better chance 
of success than those who attempted to 
involve the United States in the League 
of Nations. 

The United States is ready to extend 
the arbitration treaty with France. It 
will agree to arbitrate with any nation. 
Its policy is to arbitrate international 
differences that are susceptible of arbi- 
tration. It has always refused to arbi- 
trate questions of independence, honor 
or vital interest. It will not arbitrate the 
question of its right to exclude aliens, nor 
will it enter into any international agree- 
ment that might bring about a decision 
by the “world court” or some other 
foreign tribunal, declaring that the 
United States is bound to arbitrate the 
immigration queston. 

In their haste some American negotia- 
tors have attempted to secure arbitration 
treaties that would compel the United 
States to submit vital questions to a 
foreign tribunal. The Senate has always 
refused to approve such treaties, and has 
wisely insisted that arbitration agree- 
ments on specific questions should be cast 
in the form of treaties to be submitted to 
its consideration. 

M. Briand’s note brings to a melan- 
choly end his effort to draw the United 
States into a special agreement under 
which this country could not protect its 
rights as a neutral in case France should 
become involved in war and commit ag- 
gressions against American commerce. 
Such aggressions on the part of France 
were the cause of the rupture of the old 
treaty of alliance. The United States, 
under George Washington, marked out 
its course as a neutral and it will remain 
neutral while foreign powers are fighting 
unless they commit outrages upon it. In 
that case it will go to war, and it will not 
enter into any agreement not to go to 
war. In order to protect its neutral 
rights it must have a strong navy. The 
Navy is to be strengthened accordingly. 
No horrified shrieks from pacifists, pro- 
claiming that the United States has gone 
“war mad’? when it strengthens its de- 
fenses, will deter Congress or the people 
from making the defenses strong. 

Seeking peace, 
vights, avoiding entanglements, and 
strong enough to maintain its rights, the 
United States is not dangerous to any 
nation that really desires peace.

WARRANT OFFICERS’ 


Two years ago The Post took occasion to 
point out the discrimination against commis- 
sioned warrant officers of the Navy in the 
act of 1922, increasing the pay of other offi-ers. 
Commissioned warrant officers are practically 
the only officers in the Navy who work up 
from the ranks. They are the experienced 
specialists and practical seamen type who are 
in immediate contact with machines, crew 
and craft. Through long service, coupled with 
natural aptitude, they know the sea and the 
Navy. They are ,indispensable to an efficient 
Navy. 

From the days when’ President Roosevelt 
wa3 Assistant Secretary of the Navy to 1922, 
these officers had pay parity. with certain 
junior officers of the line, graduates of Annap- 
elis.

NO SPEED LIMITS? 

One of the automobile manufacturers 
at the New York show predicted trat 
within five years no State will seek to 
restrict the speed of automobiles, re- 
marks the Indianapolis News. He cites 
Michigan as one State where no maxi- 
mum. limit is provided in the law, but 
where any kind of reckless driving is 
subject to severe punishment. Many 


States have similar provisions. Indiana's 
law provides that any rate of speed may 
be unsafe when the weather, the con- 
dition of highways, the density of 
traffic and the like are taken into con- 
Sideration. The last legislature raised 
the maximum speed limit outside of 
cities and towns to 40 miles an hour— 
which is disregarded by a large per- 
centage of motorists. 

One thing the automobile manufac- 
turers may have to answer for is the 
enocuragement to drive faster. Cars 
are announced as capable of 65, 70 and 


‘80 or more miles an hour. Such speeds 


are attained by a few of the fastest 
trains, equipped with every contrivance 
to make them safe, and running on 
their own right-of-way. The impulse 
a driver has when he buys a car that 
has been represented as unusually fast 


\is to see what. it will do. In the old 
‘horse and buggy days, if a man had a 


fast horse and somebody tried to pass 
him there was a race. The craze to 
keep ahead of everybody else continues 


to grow. 


A car may be driven at 50, 60 or 70 
miles with safety, but it rarely is. No 
car is traveling at a safe rate of speed 
unless it is under control and can be 
stopped quickly in an emergency. Few 
drivers know how quickly they can stop 
even when the mechanical equipment 
of their cars is in perfect working con- 
dition. The advocates of greater speed 
ought to realize that faster driving and 
more accidents seem to be linked very 
closely together,

DISTRICT OFFICIALS 
SEEK FISCAL REFORM 


Militant Plan to Increase Fed- 
eral Ratio of Funds Urged 
in Conference. 


At a conference that lasted all after- 
noon yesterday the District Commis- 


sioners, Assessor William P. Richards, 
Corporation Counsel W. W. Bride, Maj. 
Daniel J. Donovan, District auditor, and 
Daniel E. Garges, secretary to the Com- 
missioners, sought to arrive at a more 
militant plan to seek from Congress a 
readjustment of the fiscal relations be- 
tween the District and Federal Govern- 
ments. 

None of tlie conferees would talk 
about the tenor of discussion, but it Is 
thought that the Commissioners were 
concerned about the prospects of secur- 
ing a return to the 60-40 ratio, with 40 
per cent of the annual budget con- 
tributed by the Treasury Instead of the 
$9,000,000 lump ‘sum which is around 20 
per cent of the budget at present. 

It is said that the view was expressed 
that an effective presentation to Con- 
gress in behalf of a larger Federal con- 
tribution to municipal expenses has not 
yet been devised and that the conferees 
adjourned to try to think up tactics 
that will have more effect on members 
of Congress than talk about the mount- 
ing tax bills of local residents.

Dallinger Opposes Appropria- 
tion for Buildings for 
Women Employes. 


CALLS THEM “DISGRACE” 
TO CAPITAL AND NATION 


“Temporary” Buildings That 
Have Stood Ten Years 
Dénounced in Debate. 


The oft-denounced Government hotels 
between the Capitol and Union Station 
were denounced av-'n in the House of 
Representatives yesterday, Representa- 
tive Dallinger (Republican), of Massa- 
chusetts, declaring that they were a 
“disgrace to the District of Columbia 
and to the ation.” 


Zhe House, at the time, was consid- 
ering an appropriation of $403,250 for 
the Governirent hotels. which appears 
in the appropriation bill for -independ- 
ent offices of the Government. When 
this item was reached, Representative 
Dallinger offered an amendment to 
Strike it from the bill, but later he -vith- 
drew the amendment. 

Representative Dallinger told the 
House how, 20 years or more ago, it was 
Planned to convert the area between the 
Capitol and Union Station into a beau- 
tiful park, and how, when this country 
entered the World War, it was decided 
to erect the so-called Government ho- 
tela there for women wear workers. 


There for Ten Years. 


“It was said then that the buildings 
were only temporary,” Dallinger de- 
clared, “that the constructic™ was of a 
type that would last only three years. 
“They have been there now for ten 
years, and every year in comes this ap- 
propriation. In my opinion, these 
buildings will never be torn down until 
Congress stops this appropriation.” 
Representative Hammer (Democrat) 
of North Carolina, said he didn’t think 
the women living in the hotels should 
de deprived of a home until the govern- 
ment is ready to convert the area into a 
park. At the same time, he expressed 


the opinion that the women Miving in! 
the hotels were being charged too much | 


for rent and board. 
950 Women Live in the Hotels. 


Representative Wood (Republican) cf | 
Indiana, said that it would be a “ 
amity to turn the women out of the 
hotels at this time. At present, he 
said, there are 950 women living in 
hotels. These hotels, he said, were 
up during the war because of the prof- 
iteering that was going on here at the 
time. To turn the women out now, 
said, would be to put them at 
mercy of profiteers again.
